This was sald with such vehemence
that the pent up feelings of the congre-
gatlon found vent In a fervent burst
of applause,

Dr. McLeod in speaking on the Ar-
menian subject at last week's meeting
of the Pastors’ union Is reported as
having made the fierlest and most ve-
hement speecch ever delivered before
l!:ml body But his speech before the
Union could by no manner of means
have been so replete with denuncla-
tlon and righteous wrath as that of
lnst night.
